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Primary Aluminum Output 
Increased During January 


Production of primary aluminum in 
January was 67,954 tons, the highest 
monthly output since April 1944, the 
Bureau of Mines reports. Production in 
January was 13% higher than the aver- 
age monthly rate for 1950. 

Shipments during January exceeded 
production by 3,694 tons, totaling 71,648 
tons. 

Stocks in the hands of producers at the 
end of January declined to 12,942 tons, 
which compares with 16,636 tons a month 
previous and 28,165 tons a year ago. 

Final 1950 figures on production of 
primary aluminum in the United States 
have been revised to 718,622 tons. This 
compares with 603,462 tons produced in 
1949. 

Imports of crude aluminum and alum- 
inum alloys during December totaled 
14,126 tons, of which Canada supplied 
10,310 tons, Europe 2,432 tons, and Asia 
1,384 tons. Total imports for 1950 
amounted to 176,489 tons, of which 
Canada supplied 155,391 tons.

Government Takes Over Control of Tin— 


Major Metals Continue in Tight Supply 


The Government, acting through the National Production Authority, took over 
all importation of tin, effective March 12. Allocation of tin to domestic consumers will 
begin May 1. These developments, though more or less foreshadowed by the recent 
about-face in stockpile policy, resulted in general confusion over the price situation 
in the metal. Quotations were withdrawn on March 12. On the following day, and 
again yesterday, RFC posted a price of $1.34 per pound at which consumers could 
obtain tin. This price was below the import basis. Quotations for copper, lead and 
zinc were unchanged. Quicksilver on spot was moderately higher. Tungsten ore 


quotations were nominal. 





Copper 

Sales of copper by producers for 
March delivery to fabricators now total 
around 99,500 tons, with April at 20,000 
tons. Quotations in the producers’ 
market continued on the basis of 24ic. 
per pound. Demands here and abroad 
were substantial. 

Mine output in the United States in 
February was at the daily rate of 2,819 
tons, against 2,637 tons in January. Re- 
covery of copper from secondary sources 
fell to a new low for the movement. De- 
liveries of refined copper to domestic 
consumers totaled 99,630 tons in Febru- 
ary. In addition, the industry delivered 
11,762 tons to the stockpile.

Second quarter restrictions on use of 
copper by fabricators were fixed at 75% 
of the average quarterly use in the base 
period (first half of 1950) under an 
amendment to order M-12 issued March 
11. Permitted use of copper by wire mills 
in the April-June period was reduced to 
80% of the base period, and foundry 
products continued at 100% 


Lead 
Intake of lead has been below expec- 
tations, with the result that sellers have 
been forced to revise their estimates on 
the available supply. There is not enough 
metal in sight to satisfy the current de- 
mands of consumers. Sales last week of 





lead produced domestically totaled 2,670 
tons. 

Imports of refined lead in January de- 
clined to 11,188 tons, against 50,274 tons 
in December. The higher duty, which 
became effective Jan. 1, was responsible 
for the marked change in imports. 

The domestic market continued at 17c., 
New York. Export business was noted at 
19c. and upward, f.a.s. Gulf ports. 

Zine 

Some operators believe that the zinc 
supply, viewed on a world basis, is even 
tighter than that of copper and lead. De- 
mands continue well in excess of offer- 
ings by producers. Quotations here con- 
tinued on the basis of 17\c. per pound 
for Prime Western, East St. Louis. 

In the export market the price situa- 
tion remains confused and quotations on 
the common grade were nominal at 27c 
per pound and upward, f.a.s. Gulf ports. 

The February slab zinc statistics were 
about in balance. Production declined to 
70,285 tons and total shipments amounted 
to 69,380 tons, resulting in a slight gain 
in stocks to 11,117 tons. The short month 
was a factor 

Consumption of slab zinc in December 
was 79,381 tons, against 77,133 tons in 
November, the Bureau of Mines reports 
Consumption for 1950 was estimated at
